WHERE DO 
THEY STAND?

CHICAGO’S APRIL 7 RUNOFF IS LOOMING, and there are 

plenty of people undecided about whether they’ll hand Mayor Rahm Emanuel 
another term or go with the new guy— Cook County Commissioner Jesus “Chuy” 
Garcia. So we’ve rounded up the top issues and where the candidates stand to help 
you, dear reader, be a good American and make an informed decision. 


RED LIGHT CAMERAS 

Emanuel: Announced in March the removal of 
50 cameras at locations where crashes have been 
reduced and installation of pedestrian countdown 
timers-often used as a gauge for drivers approaching 
intersections-on cameras that remain. He maintains 
the cameras are up to eliminate side 
crashes and free up police officers to 
focus on combating crime instead of 
writing traffic tickets. 

Garcia: Calls them "Emanuel’s red 
light rip-off” and wants to remove 
them if elected mayor. Has not 
shown the how money the 
cameras generate in fines would 
be replaced.

Emanuel: Supports a 
$320 million CTA proposal 
to build a ramp that would allow Brown Line 
trains to bypass Red and Purple Line traffic at 
the Belmont stop in Lakeview. The CTA said 
the ramp is needed to increase the number of 
trains in that area to meet ridership growth. 
Garcia: Calls the proposal “an unnecessary 
expenditure of taxpayer funds.” 
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BUS RAPID TRANSIT 

Emanuel: Backs a proposed $160 million 
express bus system along Ashland Avenue 
called “bus rapid transit” that would 
transform car traffic lanes into bus-only 
lanes to speed bus service along that 
popular corridor. 


Garcia: Would support the proposed 
Ashland BRT if a compromise 
can be reached to satisfy some 
business owners and residents 
who worry about reducing the 
number of car lanes, but as the 
proposal stands, “there are 
multitude of concerns.” 


POLICE HIRING 

Emanuel: Says 
he successfully 
shifted officers 
from desk 
positions to 
street beats- 
and denies his 
challenger’s claim that he blew an old 
campaign promise to put 1,000 new 
police officers on the streets. 

Garcia: Says he’ll hire 1,000 new police 
officers by using some of the $100 mil- 
lion now spent on police overtime. 



AFFORDABLE HOUSING 

Emanuei: Backed a move 
to strengthen the city’s 
Affordable Requirements 
Ordinance, which 
essentially will encourage 
more developers to include 
affordable units in new 

residential buildings. 

Garcia: Says the Chicago Housing Authority is 
sitting on unoccupied affordable units as well as 
money earmarked for housing vouchers that, 
as mayor, he would make the housing authority 
distribute. 



JOB CREATION IN NEIGHBORHOODS 


Emanuel: Floated a concept 
to create tax-free zones in 
“economically depressed 
neighborhoods” to attract 
manufacturers and 
employers, provide help to 
those businesses in cutting 
through the bureaucratic 


red tape and connect them to job-placement 
programs. As part of that effort, he points 
to redirecting the focus of Chicago’s / 

community colleges toward industries ^ 
of health care, transportation, 
advanced manufacturing and 
professional services to create a 
skilled workforce.

Garcia: Would require 
businesses that benefit from 
tax incentives and subsidies 
to hire locally and appoint 
a deputy commissioner to 
attract the manufacturing 
to neighborhoods. He 
pitched the idea of a voter 
referendum to issue 
$100 million in bonds 
for a jobs program 
patterned after 
a tech-based 
economic 
development 
initiative in 
Ohio.

2 brothers charged 
with intimidating cops

Two brothers are charged with intimidating 
two police officers this week at the Cook 
County courthouse on Chicago’s Southwest 
Side, authorities said. 

Perry Brunt, 27, and his brother Perrin 
Brunt, 25, who both five in Humboldt Park, 
were at the 26th and California courthouse 
Monday attending a court hearing for their 
brother, Pierre, who’s facing heroin posses- 
sion charges, prosecutors said. Pierre Brunt, 
28, is a self-identified gang member and a reg- 
istered sex offender, according to a Chicago 
police arrest report. 

It wasn’t immediately clear which police 
department the officers worked for, but both 
testified at the Monday court hearing. 

At one point, Perrin Brunt saw the two po- 
lice officers in the courthouse and said “there 
go those two white mother{bleepers],” ac- 
cording to the pohce report. 

The officers then left the courthouse and 
saw the brothers standing by a nearby food 
truck, prosecutors said, where Perrin alleged- 
ly told them, “You best not remember [bleep] 
next time you here.” One officer responded 
by asking if there was a problem, at which 
point Perrin allegedly said, “We gonna have a 
problem if you keep showing up in court,” ac- 
cording to the police report. 

One officer then got into his personal ve- 



hicle, the police report states, and was driv- 
ing northbound on California Avenue when a 
white Buick swerved to cut him off, forcing 
him to slam on the brakes. The officer alerted 
other police officers, who stopped the Buick 
in the 700 block of South Sacramento Avenue 
to find both Brunt brothers in the car. 

When the officers asked if they knew they 
were suspected of intimidating a police offi- 
cer, one brother said, “They’re CPD, they’re 
not supposed to be intimidated,” according to 
prosecutors. 

The two brothers five with their grand- 
mother in the 1000 block of North St. Louis 
Avenue, according to court records, and each 
has a neck tattoo saying “money [bleep] no 
funny [bleep],” according to their arrest re- 
ports. 

Both Brunts were arrested and charged 
with aggravated intimidation of a peace offi- 
cer, a felony Judge Donald Panarese ordered 
each of them held in lieu of $250,000 bond.

Eighty-five homicides were re- 
ported in Chicago in the first 
three months of this year, up 
23 percent compared with 69 
homicides reported in the same period in 
2014, according to a RedEye analysis of 
prehminary police data. 

The 85 homicides represent the second- 
highest homicide toll logged from January 
through March in the past five years, ac- 
cording to RedEye 
data. In 2012, 122 
homicides were 
reported from 
January through 
March for an an- 
nual total of 523 
kUhngs. 

Chicago Police 
spokesman Mhirty 
Maloney said Chi- 
cago police counted 80 homicides from 
January through March compared with 62 
killings in the same period in 2014. RedEye 
counts kUlings deemed homicides hy the 
Cook County Medical Examiner’s Office, 
which performs autopsies, including kill- 
ings police determine are in self-defense. 

In a statement, Maloney hlamed the in- 
crease on the prohferation of illegal guns in 
the city Police have recovered more than 
1,500 illegal guns so far this year, a 22 per- 
cent increase from 2014, Maloney said. 

After experiencing a homicide slow- 
down in Eehruary, March ended this week 
with 34 homicides, which is up from 25 ho- 
micides in March 2014, according to Red- 
Eye data. 

Eight kUlings were reported citywide 
in the past week including seven gunshot 
homicides, mostly on the South Side, and 
a stabbing death in Avondale on the North- 
west Side that police say could be a murder-

Final Fours look like chess 
boards to Sky’s Chatman

If anyone in Chicago understands what play- 
ers and coaches experience in the Final Four, 
it’s Pokey Chatman. 

Before she was the Sky’s coach, Chatman 
led the LSU women’s team to two straight 
Final Fours (2005-06). Not surprisingly, she’s 
practically giddy about the high-profile coach- 
es in this year’s field more than anything. 

“I cannot think of for a basketball coach, 
these matchups with [Duke coach Mike] 
Krzyzewski and {Michigan State’s Tom] Izzo, 
oh my God, are you kidding me?” she said. 
“I’m gonna take this and break this down and 
have so much fun with it.” 

Chatman also broke down how teams feel 
“normal,” whether UConn’s subs could chal- 
lenge for a title and whether teams are scared 
of undefeated Kentucky and Connecticut.

have to say], “Oh, you want parity” You have 
a measuring stick. For me it’s nice that there 
were some close games {earlier in the tourna- 
ment] that could’ve gone either way. ... But 
we’re still looking for more parity in women’s 
basketball. Right now it’s Connecticut and 
everyone else, that’s what it looks like. But 
it’s one game {this weekend] and it’s why 
you play the game, and that’ll be exciting for 
those other three teams as well. 


What tends to surprise coaches and piayers 
when they get to the Final Four? 

The sheer media barrage. During the course 
of the season it’s the usual suspects, the top- 
tier players {doing most of the interviews]. 
But a lot of times at these events there are 
more human interest stories, more photo 
shoots with the trophy, all the predetermined 
things with the coaches. It’s exciting in that 
regard. But coaches, we’re creatures of habit 
and we carve out our little niche to make it as 
comfortable and as routine as we can. 

Does it reach a point where the Finai Four 
feeis normai? 

It does once you get closer because we all 
have our routines of the meal before the 
meal. {Laughs.] I think some coaches in col- 
lege, we didn’t have to worry about it {when 
I was in the Final Four], these days you take 
their cellphones or {tell players] no social 
media, or some coaches don’t want them 
watching all the lead-up. After that open 
media practice where it’s kind of a little bit of 
a circus, I think that’s the last time you can 
be {doing things] for everyone else out there 


in that public stage. Then after that you just 
kind of shut it down and get into your world. 

Have you seen teams look Intimidated 
when playing undefeated teams? 

You’re not gonna look that part, but it has to 
be in your mind. And {beating them is] not 
about playing a perfect game, it’s just about 
not making sUly mistakes and being at your 
best because of their talent, because of how 
they play I haven’t seen it, but I think it’s 
always there because that’s all you talk about. 
{This week] people were talking more about 
UConn being down at the half, {and I’m 


thinking] “there’s 20 more minutes left!” 

I’m always listening to {media] talk about 
{Kentucky coach John] Calipari and his leg- 
end and his dominance. {Connecticut coach] 
Geno Auriemma gets his {due] a little bit. 

I’m hoping now that we’ve reached the Final 
Four that that conversation won’t have a 
gender barrier. It’ll be {about] the best coach, 
and {Auriemma’s] going for 10, and he’s done 
this over and over and over again. 

All the No. 1 seeds reached the women’s Fi- 
nal Four. Would you like to see more chaos? 

I hate to talk about that part of it, {as if you 


Couid UConn’s second team reach the 
Finai Four? 

{Laughs.] I would say no. And it’s not to 
discredit their ability or their system or any 
of that, it’s just a matter of respect for the 
other teams that have played 80 to 85 percent 
of those minutes together. Their talent level 
win be higher but also their chemistry will be 
higher. 

Do you have any issue with Indiana hosting 
future NCAA events in light of the state’s 
controversiai reiigious freedom iaw? 

{The outcry] should garner the attention that 
it’s garnering. I just hope it doesn’t take away 
from the experience of those teams, players, 
staff, administration that worked so hard to 
get to the pinnacle of their season. Hopefully 
with so much attention, and I’m glad that 
it’s happening that way something good will 
come out of it and the aspect of the legisla- 
tion that is discriminatory win be changed 
because it really is sad. 

Would you be surprised if Kentucky and 
UConn did not win? 

I would. ... But it’s possible {that someone 
will upset them]. I have a cousin that’s a 
huge Wisconsin fan and she’s calling the up- 
set {of Kentucky]. I said look, whoever wins. 
I’m happy I’m looking forward to those 
coaches and players matching their wits and 
myself learning from it, because for me it’s 
like a clinic.

Almost 
every character has reached a new height 
or returned to an old fighting weight— you 
better befieve Don (fon Hamm) is back in 
his corner office— but even surrounded 
by success, everyone is disillusioned and 
unsatisfied. Is this it? 

Take Joan (Christina Hendricks). The 
sale of the agency to McCann has left her 
“filthy rich,” in Peggy’s (Elisabeth Moss) 
words, and Joan takes advantage by 
indulging in a massive midday shopping 
spree. But even though she’s a partner, 
Joan still can’t get through a meeting 
without enduring brutal sexual harassment. 

There’s an air of regret too. On a remark- 
ably successful first date, Peggy admits she’s 
never taken a vacation before spontane-

ously proposing that the two jet to Paris. 
Maybe she would have gotten on the plane 
before her buzz wore off and the hang- 
over set in, but she can’t find the passport 
she’s never used. When she locates the 
damn thing in the light of day the whole 
idea seems ludicrous, and she already has 
returned to her weU-established patterns. 

Ken (Aaron Staton) laments “the life not 
hved,” but we’ve been with these characters 
for more than a decade in screen time, and 
that fife hardly seems possible now Ear- 
her this season, Pete (Vincent Kartheiser) 
was living in L.A. and tying pastel sweat- 
ers around his shoulders, but now he’s as 
entrenched in the New Tbrk life as ever. “I 
thought I was really changing my life when I 
moved out to California,” he sighs. “Nowit 
feels like a dream.” 

The message is clear: These people are 
who they are. Peggy isn’t going to suddenly 
become laid-back any more than Harry 
(Rich Sommer) is going to become likable. 
The times may be changing, but our charac- 
ters aren’t. Nearly all of them are decidedly 
middle-aged at this point, and now the 
question becomes how to live as the people 
they are, not how to turn into the people 
they hoped to become. 

Like their surroundings, the reality of 
their fully formed identities gives our char- 
acters pause. Is that all there is?
